He became 
noted as a singer and teacber of vocal 
mnsio, and was a member of the Han- 
del and Haydn society of Boston.

The scene of the latest native exploit 


is the larga island of Guadalcanal. Sev- 
eral members of an. Austrian gciect-iGc- 
expedition, while climbing the moun- 
tain known as the Lion's Head early iu 
August, 1S96, were attacked by tho 
bushmen or island natives. Five of the 
party were killed and six were •woand- 
ed, including two guides and scuin sail- 
ors. A simultaneous attack was made 
npon the climbers and the small party 
they had left in camp below. Of course 
the natives were co match for guns, 
and they -were soon driven into tli* 
bush, but not before they had inflicted 
terrible loss. Among tho killed was 
Baron von Korbeck. 


The Lion's head ia in the very heart 


of the island, being almost equidistant 
beween the sides and ends of Guadal- 
canal. No -white man had ever been 
there before. Jfo whits man had evur 
penetrated tba interior before except 
Mr, C. it. Woodford, and he went only 
about 15 miles inland, ascending the 
AoJa river, then he had to turn back 
for excellent reasons, in which tbe na- 
tives were concerned. But \ve must not 
forget poor Benjamin Boyd, -who disap- 
peared among the coast woods and was 
never seen again. It is said that this 
well to do Briton intended to declare 
the island annexed to his country on 
the strength of his landing there. At 
any rate he landsd -with his shotgun 
and said he was going to shoot a mess 
of pigeons, and that was the last that 


3 ever, seen of poor Ben Boyd. For 


some years presents were made to tbe 
coast natives marked "B. B." and "Bsu 


«?e are looting fcr yon," but 


nothing -was ever heard of his fate. 


The island is aboct 80 miles long 


and 40 wide, and it is one of the south- 
ern Solomons, ill the British territory. 
A large map has been made of it, chief- 
ly white, for all that it shows is the 
coasts, the mouth of the rivers, the 
mountains that can be seen from thr 
sea, and the two little rivers that Wood 
ford has explored. All the rest is blank. 
Lion's head is a prominent feature, and 
it ia estimated to fee 5,500 feet high. 


In 1886 Mr. Wopdford attempted to 


reach Lion's head, but was prevented 
by the hostility of these mountain 
tribes, who brought the Austrian party 
to grief, and by the timidity of his 
guides. But he lived six months among 
the coast natives at the little town of 
Aola. By means of most liberal pres- 
ents he made friends with the natives 
there. They never stole anything frons 
his "hut. and he often induced them to 
accompany him ou small trips into the 
country. 


•The people living inland usually ran 


into the bush when they saw him com- 
ing, hat their fears were allayed by his 
native friends, who would shout that 
he was a good white taau who bought 
butterflies, birds, snakes and stone axes

Where 
one is recovering from prostrating sick- 
ness and the body needs nourishment 
this fresh butter, it is now asserted, has 
no equal ia building up tbe wasted tis- 
sues of tbe body, and as a stimulant 
very hot, fresh milk is without a rival, 
outside of the TJSB of alcohol, which 
last is better left ulone, when possible. 
Growing children may be greatly bene- 
fited by indulging in geuerons amounts 
of butter, though it may seem expen- 
sive, but it i«ay prove the cbenpest in 
the end.

Cold Stoisgn Hondo. 


In tbe valley of the Petchora river, 


-which flows from the Ural mountains 
into the Arctic ocean uear .Nova Zeiu- 
bla, there is a state of things which is 
attracting the attention of naturalists 
and is only one more example of how 
judiciously suture does her work when 
her primitive conditions we observed. 
This valley has a sturdy growth of 
crow berries, cloudberries, crauberries, 
any number of small fruit hearing 
plauta, with heat.'i moss and lichens, 
sorae of which bear seed and fruit in 
great profusion. An t-Biiaeut ornitholo- 
gist, in the course of his researches in 
this locality, stopped for a little time. 
There were millions of acres covered 
with these growths. Tho arctic summer 
has a perpetual sun, and the indigenous 
plants and trees grow uud develop with 
great rapidity. The summer comes sud- 
denly, and with it innumerable birds 
of all varieties, bnt they come to what 
seems a ban-on waste, for there is noth- 
ing visible but snow ai:d ice. Within 24 
hours, however, this frostbonnd region 
changes its appearance. The suow dis- 
solves, the ice melts away, and nature's 
bounty stands revealed. The autumn 
gnov.-s fall here aud cover the plants, 
with their loads of fruit, keeping it iu 
the most perfect condition until the 
springtime, when it furnishes food for 
the millions of birds that make this 
their summer homy.-—ISewYork Lsdgar.
